Kditor Constitution: [ read with 
{uterest vour recent editorial 
headed “The Passing of the Belgian 
Block.” 

The Belgian block has its place. I 
do not believe it is the right thing for 
paving either the center of a city or 
for tue residence part. It is just the 
thing for heavy traffic and for heavy 
grades. In both of these conditions it 
cannot be excelled. The roughness 
gives a firm footing for the draught 
horse, while its resistence enables the 
block to endure the weight. These 
blocks, unfortunately, were not put 
down to the best advantage, because of 
the soft foundation upon which they 
were Jaid. Atlanta has suffered ‘great- 
Iv on this account. 

Too much cannot be said in con- 
demnation of the careless manner in 
Which these useful paving stones have 
been relaid. In many instances, as can 
be seen all over our city, these blocks 
reset. 
Suggestion as .to the 
municipal law is a golden one. Let no 
street, once paved, be opened for any 
purpose without a sufficient bond be- 
ing made that will stand against the 
property in whose interest the opening 
is made, This will insure the careful 
relaving of the pavement. Surely, our 
citv fathers will see the wisdom of 
putting such a law in our city code.

PEABODY FUND 
NOT DIOTRIBUTED 


Trustees Decide Not to Make 
Division at ~Present 


New York, October 7— 

casioned today whenthe trustees of the 
Peabody education fund met in this 
city and decided not to make a finad 
distribution of the fund of $2,500,000 
left by George Peabody. of Massachu- 
setts, in 1867, for educating the chil- 
dren of the southern states. In estab- 
ishing the fund the donor provided 
that the income of the $2,500,000 was 
to be used each year for educationa! 
purposes, and that at the end of thirty 
years the trustees could distribute tne 
money among such educational institu- 
tions as they should select. 

At a previous meeting of the trustees, 
among whom is President Roosevelt, it 
Was practically decided to make tne 
distribution. In 1675 the trustees, be- 
lieving that the southern States were 
providing proper common school educa- 
tion for children of that section, estab- 
lished the Peabody Normal college fo! 
teachers in Nashville, Tenn. In tbe 
distribution of the fund it was im- 
tended to give $1,006,000 outright io 
this college, and to apportion the bai- 
ance of the faand among such other 
educational institutions as the cr 
tees should name.

that the Peabody Normal college for 
teachers has not eomplied with the

TWO WOMEN AMONG VICTIMS 


They Were Walking Near Elevator 
When Ezplesion Occurred and 
Were Burned to Death. 
Other Victims Were Men 
Employed in Elevator. 


Richford, Vt., October 7.—With a oon- 
cussion which shook the entire village, 
a large grain elevator, having a Ca- 
pacity of 500,000 bushels, exploded late 
today, causing the death of eleven 
workmen and two women, 

The explosion blew off the entire 
roof of the building, seattering tim- 
bers in all directions, and almost in- 
Stantly flames burst out all over the 
structure. Twenty-one men were em- 
ployed in the building, of whom eleven 
are missing and yundoubtedly perished. 
All lived in’ Richford. 

Mrs. John Jeliford, who was walking 
with @ companion along the Canadian 
Pacific railread track, close to the ele- 
vator, was burned to death, and an u- 
known woman, who was with her, was 
burned so badly that she died. 

The elevator was owned jointly by 
the Canadian Pacific and Boston & 
Maine rajlroads, and was occupied by 
the Quaker Oats company, of Chicago. 
The amount of grain it contained was 
very large. The flames, which ate supP- 
posed to have been started by spon- 
taneous combustion in the dry dust 
of the grain, spread so quickly that 
the limited fire apparatus of the vil- 
lage was of no avail. 

The heat set fire to a flour shed 
near the elevator, and the shed, to- 
gether with seventy-five freight cars 
standing near it, were burned. 

Late tenight the fire was still burn- 
ing, but no other property was threat- 
ened.

CLOUDS OF WAR 


AFFECT STOCKS 


Feeling of Depression in the 
Exchange. 


The New York Market Improved 
Some After the Close of the 
Foreign Exchanges—The Re- 
lapse Was in Rock Is- 
land Stock. 


New York, October 7.—The political 
complications which have arisen in 
the Balkan peninsula threw a shadow 
of depression over securities today di- 
rectly on those of Europe, while our 
Own market came within its scope in 
Sympathy. The influence was contest- 
@€qd here with varying success, but the 
modifying effect of the European sit- 
uation on the efforts to support prices 
was very obvious. The foreign selling 
of securities converged on a number of 
stocks which have held a leading 
Place in all recent speculative move 
ments and the ‘sentimental effect of 
their weakness on the general ‘list 
Was correspondingly great.
